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REPORT OF THE SURRY POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1998 


The Surry Police Department continues to keep fairly busy for a 
small community, although our overall end of year totals are down. 
Unfortunately, a tremendous amount of time is consumed with animal 
complaints. We have had over a 100 percent increase in animal 
complaints this past year. Primarily barking and stray dog complaints, 
with a lot of them occurring at late hours. A reminder that all dogs kept 
in the town of Surry are required by State Law to be vaccinated and 
licensed. Pet owners need to bb MORE RESPONSIBLE for their pets. 
There is also a leash law in town which means that ALL DOGS MUST 
be under the direct control of their owners/keepers. During the past 
couple of years, there have been a couple of full blown neighbor 
disputes because of dog owners’ lack of responsibility. As a courtesy 
to your own neighbors, PLEASE, keep your dogs under control and 
quiet! 

Motor vehicle accidents have been on the rise, but fortunately this 
year, the majority have only resulted in property damage. Criminal 
cases have decreased some and we investigated two residential 
burglaries. Our services were also required a number of times to assist 
outside agencies. 

Training continues to be a large part of the PD’s activity and the 
Officers logged well over 100 combined hours. This training also 
became invaluable when we were confronted with a complaint of a 
heavily intoxicated man hiding in the woods with a fully loaded assault 
rifle. Everything turned out fine in the end, but it could have become 
very deadly in an instant had we not been on our toes! Nothing 
dangerous “ever” happens in quiet little Surry -- Right? 

This past March, the town approved the replacement of our Police 
Cruiser with the purchase of a 1998 Ford Crown Victoria cruiser 
package.

MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 1998 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
TOWN OF SURRY 
MARCH 12, 1998 


The Town business meeting was opened at 7:30 pm by Calvin Frink 
and Boy Scout Troop #289 presenting the colors for the Pledge of 
Allegiance. The Town Warrant was read to residents attending the Town 
meeting. 


The polls were open from 2:00 pm to 7:00 pm on March 10, 1998 
to choose the Town Officers as listed on the Official Ballot. The 
Moderator reported the results of the election. The rules of order were 
given by the Moderator as to how the meeting would be conducted: 


1. Each article item will be read. 

2. Motions will be made by the floor and then seconded. 

3. Speakers will have five minutes or less and may not speak 
again until everyone has had a chance. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town officers as listed on the 
official ballot. 


ARTICLE 2: To hear the reports of the Town officers and committees. 
Voted in the affirmative. It was noted there was a typographical error 
in the 1997 Annual Report which stated that Article 8 in last year’s 
warrant was voted in the affirmative. This was in fact, passed over. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $70,000 for the purpose of making improvements to a portion 
of the Old Walpole Road or to take any action in relation thereto. Voted 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve fund for the purpose 
of purchasing highway equipment or to take any action in relation 
thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $20,000.00 for the purpose of purchasing a vehicle for the use 
of the Police Department and to authorize the Selectmen to negotitate the 
purchase of said vehicle; to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the sum 
of $15, 415.00 and any remaining interest from the Capital Reserve fund 
established for this purpose; the remaining balance of $4,585.00 to be 
raised by taxation in the current budget year of 1998, or to take any 
action in relation thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell the current police cruiser, or to take any action in relation thereto. 
Voted in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to negotiate with the US Army Corps of Engineers, a realistic and/or 
acceptable transfer price of the piece of property identified as a portion 
of Tract #6B of the Surry Mountain Lake Flood Control Project and 
commonly referred to as the 4-H Club Horse Ring Field on Route 12A, 
near the center of town. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget of 
$295,310 for the calendar year 1998 (which is inclusive of Articles 3, 
4, and 5) and to raise and appropriate the money to be expended 
according to the budget. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 9: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting. A motion was made to adjourn the meeting. This 
was seconded, and voted in the affirmative.
